Martin was given an extended hear- 
ing by the committee art which he 
ii.nde the assertion that the beef trust 
was violating the spirit of the in- 
junction if not its letter. The reso- 
lution was amended so as to provide 
•Ui.it the report of ir.e investigation 
sl'nuld go to the president as provid- 
er! in the law creating the new de- 
partment instead'of to congress. This 
amendment was opposed by Repre- 
sentative Richardson, of 
Alabama.

FIRE ftl STORM 


' 
TOOK M LIVES 


Fourteen Dead as Result of 


Hardships on Blazing 


Craft at Sea, 


Port ToTvnsend, Wash., Feb. 39.— 


After fighting lor their lives against 
fire that threatened to transform their 
ship into a floating .pyre, aad at thfl 
mercy of a sea that ran, mountains 
high, tho passengers and crew of the 
steamer Sueen reached port yesterday, 
the vessel blackened by flames and its 
rigging torn and tattered by storm. 
Although they made this port -with 
the loss of fourteen lives, tho surviv- 
ors were forced to turn, from an ex- 
pected friendly harbor because of tho 
roughness of the bar. -Turning from 
the mouth, of tho Columbia river, be- 
cause tihe captain did not dare to risk 
his vessel in the heavy surf, the ex- 
hausted passengers and crew faoad 
death once more in a furious electrical 
storm. 


While tlie crew fought desperately 


to overcome the fire, 'the women and 
children were tossed aibout ia life- 
boats -within hailing distance of the 
vessel, anxiously n-waiting ^he out- 
come. 
Captain Cousins ordered the 


boats cleared as soon as lie found how 
desperate was the situation. Twice 
the boats were overturned, and sev- 
eral were drowned. It must be writ- 
ten, however, that not one of tho wo- 
men or children lost their lives in 
thoso accidents. The men in charge 
of the boats mrj.de Trilling sacrifice: 
that none should die. 


LIST OF THE DBAD. 


Of the survivors many are prostrat- 


ed. The women' did nobly, and two 
of them sacrificed, their lives. One 
died from exposure and exhaustion j 
another fell from tho deck while aid- 
ing the email children to reach thu 
lifeboats. The list of dead follows:

HEROINE TO RESCUE. 


Miss Steiner marshaled the women 


and children 
while tho boats were 


lowered away. 
Calming tho weep- 


ing and hysterical women, she- led 
them through 
the 
dense clouds of 


smoke that poured from the hatches 
and saw them safely to the rail. Then 
it was that Alex Nielaon, a sailor, who 
had been 
swinging on a davit to 


guide the tossing boat, fell into th« 
sea. His brother, who was guarding 
against a rush on the boats, sprang 
to save him. 
Booth were drowned. 


The cool guidance of the two men 


removed, and Miss Steiner in the 
cabin, whither she had gone to bring 
up another little party, tihe women 
gathered up their cliildren and sprang 
for the lifeboats. There was none to 
stay them, and in tho mad rush the 
two frail 
craft 
were 
overturned. 


Buckley, a passenger, and three stew- 
ards hurried to tho rescue. Although 
all thoso who clung to the overturned 
boats were lifted safely to tho deck, 
the four men lost their lives. 
Ex- 


hausted by 
their efforts, they had 


not the strength to lift themselves to 
safety, and they were swallowed up 
in the angry tide. 


Mrs. Adams, who had led a wing of 


the force fighting the fire,'turned 
from that wbrk to still the panic. 
That accomplished, she resumed her 
leadership of the smoke-grimed men. 
She was missed shortly after the five 
had been overcome, and the survivors 
found her, lying face downward on 
the forward deck. She had died of ex- 
haustion. 


The flro finally was extinguished 


after four hours' work. 
The '.vessel 


was badly damaged and under slow 
speed it was headed for the mouth of 
tho Columbia river. ' Creeping into 
sight of land) the ill-fatod ship found 
that to outer-the harbor would be 
impossible. The surf -would'not per- 
mit. Thou, turning; with its despair- 
ing cargo of humanity, from apparent 
safety, it steered foi\Puget Sound. .

CAPTAIN'S JfARBATIVE. 


Seattle, Wash., Feb. SO.—Captain 


Cousins, of tho steamer Qusen, gave 
the following account of the disaster 
to that vessel: 


"At 4:60 o'clock Saturday morning, 


when we were thirty miles to the 
westward of Tillamook light, on tho 
coast of Oregon, on our way to this 
port, Second Officer Hose reported to 
me that the ship was on fire. I 
hastily rang the fire alarm. Getting 
all hands on deck, we started to fight 
ihe fire, which was located in tho 
after-saloon. 
When 
it looked im- 


jossible to keep the fire under control 
I gave .orders to cle.ir away the boats, 
filling those on the 
starboard side 


with women nnd cliildren. 
At this. 


time it looked impossible to save the 
ship. 
Finally the starboard boats 


were lowered into the water, 
one 


of them was stove in and later upset, 
the other boats going to the rescue. 
I do not know just exactly Iiow many 
reopl'i there were 
in the various 


boats lowered, though possibly tnere 
were sixty 
The boats were out tn 


the open until 8:30 .o'clock, when, 
believing we had the fire under con- 
trol, I blow threo whistles, signaling 
(lie boats to gather around 1ho ship 
nnd by 9:30 all save those lost we*o 
on board again. 


"The 
men in the glory-hole, when 


cnlled at the discovery of Ihc lire, 
came up through 
the flames anc 


blinding smoke. Three"of them lost 
their way and rushed into the cock- 
1-it, where they wore suffocated or 
burned to death. At the time (he Ore 
WAS discovered tlvc wind was blow- 
ing; probably fifteen miles r-n hour. 
There was a nasty choppy sea run- 
ning. I have no idea as to the origin 
of tho 
fire."
